The g reat power and influence 
of an heredit ary monarch of Brit- 

in has fore ad many alarms, “te 
an apprehen‘ion that the cemme 
would facrifice the hberties oft the 
people to the money or influence 
of the crown: But the infuence 
of a powertat bereditary menarch, 
with the national Tre afury—Ar- 
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my—and fleet at his command— 
and the whole executive govern- 
ment---and one third of the legif- 
lative in his hands, —conftantly O- 
perating on a houle of commons, 
whole durati on is never lefs than 
Seven years, untefs this fane mon- 
arch fheuld end it, (which he can 
do in an hour) has never yet been 
fufficient to obtain one vote of the 
houte of commons which has taken 
from the people the diderty of the 
prefs,---trial by jury,---the rigots of 
confeience, or of private préperty. 

——Can you then apprehend 
danger of oppreffion and tyranay 
from the too great durdtion of the 
power of your rulers.

Inftructions intended for the con- 
fideration of the Freemen of 
Fairfield. 

Gentlemen, 

S the clofe of a war, in which 

the world was called upon 
to attend toa {pectacle, the moft 
folemn, intereftnig, and magnifi- 
cent, in human alfairs—the pati- 
ent and ener getic ftruggles of free- 
dom againft oppeffion, of jultice 
againft power, and of patriotilm 
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acainft venality, corruption, and 
the luft of domination; the provi- 
dence of God gracioufly crowned 
the efforts of our countrymen, with 
an advantageovs and honorable 
peace- This bleffing, ineitimable 
in itfelf, was peculiarly endeared 
to us, by the fufferings we had 
endured, and by the expence with 
which it was purchaied. For the 
attainment of fuch a peace, thro’ 
a feries of painful years, our lives 
had hung 1 in doubt before us, from 
day to day; our fleep been fre- 
quently alarmed by the cry of 
midnight enemies; the folemn 
worfhip of our Creator weekly 
broken up by inroad and rapine; 
our property, our houfes, and our 
churches, laid in afhes by the wan- 
tonnefs conflagration. In the field, 
we fought, and we bled; our fa- 
thers, our brethren, and our chil- 
dren, refigned their lives to the 
weapons of defruction, or yielded 
them up to the more flow and 
dreadful enginry of imprifon: nent, 
famine, nd petti lential difeafe ; 
while our country, to fecure the 
glorious purchafe, poured out mil- 
lions ef treafure, and rivers of 
blood. 

At the arrival of peace, we an- 
ticipated the liberty and fecurity, 
tor which fuch a price had been 
paid. With the fondeft expecta- 
tions, we already realized the re- 
turn of that period, when the wif- 
dom, integrity, and unanimity of 
public councils, the uniform ope- 
ration of law, the undifturbed ad- 
minifiration of juflice, and the weil 
Gireéted energy of eTicacious go- 
vernment, fhould fecure to every 
citizen the freics of his honeft in- 
duftry, and to the public the blei- 
fings of co: merce, order, and u- 
nion, and the glory of that righte- 
eulnefs, which exalteth a nation. 


























Put we have lived to fee thefe ex- 
pectations difappointed. 

Sgon after we engaged in the 
war, ata moment, when the in- 
fansy of ovr union, the cement 
of common danger, and the en- 
thufiattic ardour of patriotifm fhut 
the eyes, even of good and great 
men, to the prof; e& Of difobedi- 
ence, and difunion, the Congreis 
of thefe States formed a fyfem of 
federal eovernment., It is not to 
be wondered at, that men, who 
had feen the Hichteft recommend- 
ations from them operate more 
powerfullly, inthis country, than 
the decrees of defporifm in a- 
ny other, and a fenle of the com-. 
mon intereft produce a feries of 
exertions, which aftonifhed man- 
kind, fhould fixedly believe, that 
a political fyftem, which advanced 
all private and national intereft, 
and injured none, would, when 
folemnly and univerfally adopted, 
poilels an influence, fuff¥ient to 
effetuate all the purpofes of a 
wife and good government. The 
Confederation was indeed fo friend- 
ly to public and private happinets, 
that it not only invited all men of 
benevolence and patrioti!m, but 
all thofe felfifh men, who had dif- 
cernment enough to underftand 
their real intereft, to unite in its 
fupport and execution. Butexpe- 
rience has fuficiently proved, that 
thefe confiderations could not fe- 
cure it a general and energetic 
operation. We attribute not this 
fact to the finguler depravity of our 
countrymen: We believe the ci- 
tizens of thefe United States are 
poheiied of as much rationality, 
patrioiiim, and virtue, as ever be- 

longed to the fame 

menukind: far more than ever ex- 
ited in turbulent Rome, or fluc- 
tuating Grece. Nay, further, 
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sumber of 


we believe ourcountrymen as pat- 
riotic at the prefent hour, as at the 
commencement of the late war; 
when extreme impending danger, 
and the fight of a common enemy, 
fernifhed more favourable means of 
exfiibiting our national charaéter. 
The difference of appearances, we 
believe, arifes merely from the 
difference in our circumttances, 
and we are convinced that the mind 
which will cheerfully be borne for- 
ward into the field of bartle, by 
military enthufiafm, will not, of 
courfe, coolly fet cown, under 
the* preflure of debt, and fevere 
taxation. 

Unha, pily the Confetleration 
contained in itfelf no principles of 
union, and fecured to Conerefs no 
means of executing its refolutions, 
but fuch as required underftanding 
to difcernthem, above the common 
meafure, and a greater fhare of 
public fpirit to exccute them, than 
ever belonged to the majority of 
any people. In this fyftem, the 
citizens of America were invited to 
conform to the decifions of govern- 
ment; the inhabitants of other 
couutries have ever been con/frain- 
ed to obey them. Conformity to 
fuch a fy {lem is not to be expected, 
even af.er habits of fubimiffion to 
government have been. long and 
uninterruptedly fixed, and after 
uniformity of taxation | has forbid- 
den the mind to look for: 2ny other 
mode of political exillence ; ; minch 
lefs may it be hoped for, when fuch 
habits are not even becun, and 
when the mind has not har ly en- 
tertained fufpicions, that taxes are 

to be paid atall. The truth is, ae 
healt in our op.nion, that this plan 
of government is too gent le, and 
too merely ferfwafve, cficA ually 
to reeuiate the narional concerns 
of any people, defcended from ae 
polta te Adam, and inhabiting @

as of the national difeafe, and of the 
neceflary remedy. 
to find our countrymen fo general- 
ly convinced of the reality, and 
danger, of this difeafe, as to con- 
vene a molt illuftrious delegation, 
froin all parts of this continent, 
for the interefting purpole of pio- 
viding the remedy.
